Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. It is a selection from a cross 
between Refugee No. 5 and Full Measure. Resist- 
ant to common Bean mosaic. Plants 18 to 21 
inches tall, slightly spreading, with light green foli- 
age. Pods 61% inches long, round, light green, very 
slender and straight when young. This promising 
new variety most nearly resembles Rival. 


RIVAL. 50 days. Plant 17 to 21 inches tall, upright 
to spreading, with large, medium dark green leaves. 
The pods are 6% inches long, round, light green, 
fairly straight, very slender when young, smooth, 
meaty and stringless. Resistant to Bean mosaic. 
Excellent for market growing, canning and freezing. 


CONTENDER. 55 days. A market-garden Bean 
that should be of importance to shippers and local 
gardeners. The pods are slightly longer than String- 
less Black Valentine and much narrower and thicker. 
The color of the pod is much the same as Stringless 
Black Valentine, but there is less side wall fiber and 
less curvature of the pod. This Bean has been out- 
standing in trials in all parts of the country. It is 
very prolific and resistant to common Bean mosaic 
and powdery mildew.
